sort ol adpect, a8 good as an epituph, and much
more veraclous.

House-door keys have been seen of so trucu-
lent and forbidding & countenance that their
vory presonce in the luck is supposed to bave
scared away the prowhng depredstor; one, in-
deed, has been known—on o remarkable ocos-
slon—to have Ycomprehended an ausplclous
person,” and to huve done good service in (he
cupacity ol a life-preserver,

What famllv has not, at times, possessed some
meek little 'MmitIF or pt-rhnm cellaret key,
which, however felle sod effectual at other
times, was Hable—in any sudden exigency—to
fall into g0 peinful & state of hamper snd em-
barrassment a8 no effort of ita owner conld
soothe, or m!llely feigned indifference on the
part ol visitors allay ?

What household but has ite own legendary
rominiscences of keye strangely lost and mystes
rious ‘% roguned '—keys that bhave gone and
hung themseives (for no human sagenoy is ever
tracenble on these occasions) on wrong rinas,
and wandered madly into wrong pockets? lm-
pulsive keys, that have bean found apparently
trying fo open wrong locks of their own nceord,
and bave broken short off in the effort to recover
themselves, Industsiouns keys, which, on some
favorable occasion, have =0 "impnned the
shming hour” that wax has been found in their
wards? l’ret..lom eye (of tille and iron safes),
each tond) , by ita possessor, to be ns
unique of u kmd as the silver decadrachm of
Alexander the Great, yet suddenly discovered to
huve twin brothers s experienced a8 themselves
in the duties of their office ?

The most careless observer will have been
struck by a difference in the outward semblancs
ol keys apparently subjected to the same exter
nul influences,

The generie tendency of all keys to spontane-
ous reproduction is perhaps most remarkable in
the olavis domestica, or key ot private life, whose
prolitic qualities may be tested by & simple expe-
riment. A very small bunch of them loft in any
confined space during n few months’ absence on
the part ol their owner will be tound on his re.
txrn to have colonized the whole drawer. In
fact, ingle keys ulmulcl never be left under these
conditions for nnf time: they become family
keys in no time, 1t is supposed that they sprout
hike asparagus in damp weather, or are produced
like button-mughrooms 1 s hot-bed. It is a sin-

ular fact that this reproductive faoulty is w be
ound in no other metallic substance, however
fashioned; locks never multiply of their own de-
vices: you may leave any number of sovereigns
or hali-crowns together, yet never find an addi-
tiopal sixpence amopg (hem; sometimes quite
the reverse,

The awkward congequences which may arise
trom this property of the key of domestie life
may be ensily lmsg;ne «1. Yon may come some
day m a transport o anxious huste to the recep-
tacle ol your more Important keys, to soek for
(let us say) the key ot the medicine-chest in
some moment of an exquisitely emotionul char-
acter —such as your inlant’s having gulped
down its mother’s thimble: instead of the de-
sired key, you find & mob of little nameless, ob-
ieotless kejs, slaring vou in the face, tripping up
your fingers, and maddoning you by their mul
tplicity und inune uniformity of sspect. Cu-
riousiy ("ﬂﬂ\l!ll, hese “uulpul- M keys, us they
mny be called, have st first no special physiog-
nomy; it {s only when launched into practical
existence, and apportioned nmong the keg-holes
of real life, that they grow to be as distinet in
appearunce, and &5 diabolical 1n characler, as
their elders,

Such s the essentinl pature of these “‘shining
mischieln.)” Tricky, deceitiul, eapricious—never
to be trusted out ol your sight, nnd full of irri-
tating assoelations when in it; informed by tome
devillgh intelligence that only lends them wrong,
nud provocative ol evit impalses in others:—
“with all the rash desterity of wit" for pusposes
of annoyance, yel powerless to do even the small
good for which they were intended,

We cannot avold tuking a side glanoe at cer-
tuin keys whose gualitications are universally

alluded to in polite conversation and refined
literature, but whach have never yet boen col-
lected, labeiled, and catglogued, as they ought
to be,

We are constantly hearing ol “'the key to So-
and-so's extraordimary conduet,” “the key wo
@ cértgin person’s machinations,” *‘the key ot
L ord S8omebody's conscience,” **the key to eve ry:
body's seordt thoughts and private alfairs,’
These things, no doubt, have o real existence;
we cannot 4o without thewm; they are an import-
ant part of those rather thrend bire “properties”
which belong to the world's suage (as it 18 gene-
rally called) and *“‘lite's poor play.” But has
anybody seen them ¢ They are prnhnbl;, knock-
ing about in that u»»tlh.tlc Yeveen-room” of coms
monplace, to which we all know our way; from
whenee we draw those slashing wooden swords
and tin bueklers that are so effeetive i all argu.
ments; those spangled conts and jerking in which
our poor thoughts ocorsionally strut so bravely;

those banners, with grand inscriptions, which
look quite a8 well as opinions, at a lrtle dis
tance. There also may be found “all that useful
lot" ot hyperbolic essences—

The entities of things that uro not yet,

Subtleat, but surest beings !
such a8 the wedge whose thin end is always
being introduced 1nto our most venerable insti-
tutions; the hinge on which momentous atialrs
habitually turn; the hypothetical leg which
nobody has gtltm stund on in all arguments; the
other side to every question; in nhurt all the
materiel for sensible conversation, 'These things
are in constant requisition and daily use; bat,
like the mysterionsly ciroulating shoe in the
game of “‘hunt the slipper,” their existence is
only made manifest to the senses by the sound-
Ing rap with which we shufllo them ruuud m the
polite intercourse of good socicty,

It would be o deed 1o fix, substuntiate,
and classify these useful but volatile possessions,
that they may be nlways at hand when wanted
in public h or private conversation—more
e'p"ﬂ""h mystio keys to which we have re
ferred. at & handy banch that would be | —
